The mist important public work ev er 
undertaken in this county, from many 
|K*ints of v iew , is tin» drainage of ti- 
-wamp lands. 
An undertaking which 
has reclaimed thousands of acre- of 
hitherto useless land and which ha- 
added probably a mi 
wealth of the community, 
interest and eneour 
Uniy. 
The drainage of Inlet, Winne­ 
bago and Brush Grov e -wamp- ha- ac­ 
complished 
the foregoing wonderful 
results. 
The marsh country has an interest­ 
ing history of ow nership. 
The-w amp 
and ov erflowed lands were retained b\ 
the national gov ernment 
Ion- after 
most of the public domain had been 
sold. 
An Act of Congress, approv ed 
Sept. 2Sth, 1*50. enabled the slate of 
Illinois to reclaim tlit* swamp lands! 
w ithin its limits, on condition that they 
be drained. 
Ev ery owner -inee that 
time has held the property on that 
same condition. 
The state hav ing 
been granted those marshes, proceeded 
in a few years to get rid of them. 
B\ 
acts of the General Assembly in IS.52 
and 1854, the swamp and ov erflowed 
lands in 
Dixon Land Distinct were 
granted to Leo county. 
The county 
became just as anxious to dispose of 
the swamps as the former owner-, and 
sold them at public -ah* in January, 
18,55. 
This sale is one of the largest 
pro|H*rty transaction- in thecounty his­ 
tory’, 
Fifty-throe 
pages of 
Book 
“Q" of Deeds are taken up with the 
transfers. 
Thousands of acres were 
sold at from twelv e and a half to fifty 
cents per acre, the capitalist- of the 
early day being the purchasers. 
< >f 
course the holdings hav e changed con- 
isderably since that time, but for a large 
part the original familie- owned Be­ 
lauds until the drainage -v -tem started 
a speculation in this property a few 
years ago. 
For many years there were attempts 
in a small way to drain tin* swamps, 
and after long continued agitation the 
inlet Drainage District was organized 
by the County court in 1**7 , 
Engineer 
Rutledge, of Rockford, spent the year 
of 1**7 in surv eying the Inlet swamp 
and planning a system of drainage, 
which was to cost ♦17 0,000. 
The ex­ 
penses of drainage are met by assess­ 
ments on the property owners of the 
district. 
$17 0.ooo looked like a v ery 
large sum to the inlet farmers and they 
v iolently opposed such a largo appro­ 
priation. 
Their objections were listen­ 
ed to and the allowance was cut down 
to ♦8 0,000. 
This sum has been insuffic­ 
ient to properly drain the swamp, and 
t be reduet ion lias caused much litiga­ 
tion and ill-feeling. 
To understand tin* work of dra.it age 
the topography of Inlet must bo e.\ 
plained. 
The marsh includes portions 
of Viola, Willow Creek, Alto. Brad­ 
ford. Loo Center and Reynolds town­ 
ships. 
There are 02,000 acres in the 
watershed, not all of which howev er 
is ov erflowed land. 
The district proper 
f co y era 3 0,000 a cres, but thia doea not 
include near all of the swamp, a- many 
of the property owners could not b<> in­ 
duced to come into tin* district. 
The 
basin is v ery lev el, with a slight nal 
ura! drainage to the southwest. 
By 
some geologic change, 
probably not 
v olcanic, a -tone ridge at Outlet ap­ 
peared, hacking

Into these laterals the indiv idu­ 
al owners run tiling, which secure- a 
perfect drainage. 
The main ditch i- 
feet wide at tin* liottom and 35 feet 
wide at the lev el, and sev en to eight 
feet deep. 
Tin- ditch is fornn-d in sec­ 
tion three of i c e < eiitre, and run- for a 
half mile through t he solid roek ridge 
at Outlet. 
It then enters the basin of 
Green riv er and the water flow- on to 
Winnebago -w amp.
